the first indication of a new turning 
movement on the part of the Japa- 
nese. 

Only outpost skirmishes of little im- 
portance have been reported.

Commissioner Proposes to Crush Crime 
in New York, and Begins Witn 
Detective Sergeants.

NEW YORK, Sept. 16.—Plans to re- 


invigorate the police department have. 


been put into operation by Commis- 
sioner McAdoo. His first action in 
this line was to order seventy-five 
men who have for years done duty 
at various stations as detective ser- 
geants to resume wearing uniforms 
and become roundsmen. 

The Commissioner recently de- 
nounced a number of the sergeants 
as worthless in the Jetection of crime. 
The men cannot be reduced in salary, 
but will be compelled to follow patrol- 
men and see that they attend to 
business. Patroimen doing duty on 
Broadway, down town, will have their 
beats so changed that they will not 
be compelled to. leave the main thor- 
oughfare, and can be found when need- 
ed without a search of the side streets. 

The Commissioner declares it to be 
his purpose to crush lawlessness, 
check the numerous burglaries and 
looting of apartments, and to make 
the streets absolutely safe for unpro- 
tected women at night

Judge Sloan at Prescott Dissoilves 
the Injunction Covering the Build- 
ing of Its Line Between Kelvin 
and Dudleyville and the Route is 
Now Clear.

PHOENIX (Ariz.) Sept. 16.—A short 
time ago, Charles T. Martin, court 
commissioner for Gila county, on ap- 
plication of the Arizona Eastern Rail- 


way Company, issued in the absence 


of Judge Kent an injunctior restrain- 
ing the Phoenix and Eastern Railroad 
from constructing its railroad, now 
being built over a short strip of land 
along the Gila River, between Kelvin 
and Dudleyville, lying in Gila county. 
The case came up for hearing today 
before Judge Siean in Prescott, and 
the injunction was dissolved, thus per- 
mitting the Phoenix and Eastern to 
construct its line over disputed terri- 
tory without interference.

Similar 
injunctions were secured by the same 
plaintiff during the construction across 
Pinal county and as often dissolved, 
and finally the Phoenix and Eastern 
obtained a permanent injunction 
against interference from the Arizona 
Eastern, covering all territory in dis- 
pute except that covered by today’s 
proceeding. The Phoenix and Eastern 
is now at liberty to complete the line 
through the disputed territory, and

PLEA FOR THE CANTEEN. 


Brig.-Gen. Baldwin of the Department 
of the Colorado Accounts for the 
Desertion of Many Soldiers.

DENVER, Sept. 16.—Brig.-Gen. 
Frank D. Baldwin, commanding the 
Department of the Colorado, has for- 
warded his annual report to the Sec- 
retary of War. The, report says that 
saloons and questionable resorts near 
the barracks are responsible for the 
large number of desertions from the 
regular army in the Department of 
the Colorado. The total desertions 
during the year closing August 15 
were £38. The report says: 

“These desertions can be in harge 
part attributed to the malign influ- 
ence of saloons and brothels situated 
near the reservations, seducing en- 
listed men from the paths of decency. 
This is only another of the many ar- 
guments in favor of restoring to the 
army the canteen, 
places of amusement and social in- 
tercourse, where men could get light 
refreshments under restraining, de- 
cent and orderly influences. 

“I trust that the sale of beer and 
wines, under proper restrictions, may 
be again authorized in the post ex- 
change. If men are unable to get a 
glass of beer in a decent and orderly 
manner in the garrison, they will re- 
sort to the brothels which cluster 
around the borders of the reserva- 
tions, where they drink all manner 
of alcoholic beverages, and often sink 
into debauchery and ruin.”

Admit Poor Service 
and High Rates. 


But Claim that They Have 
Given Special Care to 
Handling Live Stock.

| rates were practically unchanged. The 


advance has largely come about 
through a change in the method of 
charging from dollars per car to cents 
per hundred pounds. 

The railroads practically admit the 
poor service, and promise amendment. 
They admit the increase in rates, But 
claim that rates have been too low; that 
they provide a special service for live 
stock and are entitled to more money. 
Stockmen insist that they get no spe- 
cial service, but that the bulk of live 
stock is handled on freight trains with 
dead freight. Where special service is 
given is where enough stock is shipped 
to make a t-ainload, and the railroa.s 
will do the same for any other commd- 
dity providing sufficient tonnage. 

The commission decided to consoli- 
date the two cases into the Texas cat- 
tle rates case, and the railroads will 
put in testimony at a further hearing 
to be held in Chicago about the ae 
of November.

- System is its actual gold, as well as 
our statutes. The world has about 
$5,500,000,000 of this metal, of which 
the United States has in its stocks $1,- 
342,422,740. In the last reported year, 
the world produced less than $300,000,- 
000, of which our mines gave $80,000,- 
000. Our treasury holds $700,000,000 
gross, and our banks, natiomal and 
other, have $300,000,000, approximate- 
ly. So over one-fifth of all the 
world’s gold is in the United States, 
and the bulk of it in the banks and 
the treasury. The charge is put forth 
often that we ere extravagant and 
wasteiul in the possession of so much 
of the precious metal: Are we? 
THAT DOUBLE EAGLE. 

“A leading financial! journal of this 
city quotes the president of one of the 
largest banks in San Francisco as al- 
ng that costs $20 to get a dollar 
.gold out of the ground. -Was the 
metal all that the picks of the miners 
‘and their self-sacrifice took out of the 
‘earth? Did not the Argonauts of 1849 
aui their successors create the Cali- 
fornia of today? The ranches, the or- 
jchards, the wheat and the fruit, 
‘the factories and shipyards, the cities, 
Ahe c..urches, the universities, the civ- 
flization of that prosperous common- 
wealth, are a part of the harvest 
planted by that $20 of the miners.

ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 16, 7:20 p. 
m.—Russia has given her answer to 
the American and Briti.h notes on 
the subject of contraband of war. Her 
answer was communicated to Ambas- 
sader Hardinge this afternoon, verb- 
ally, by Foreign Minister Lamedorff. 

The Ambassadcr was informed, in 
effect, that according to the decision 
of the commission which has Investi- 
gated the subject, the government has 
agreed to the view as to the condition- 
ally-contraband character of food- 
stuffs, and that supplementary instruc- 
tions had been iesued to the Rus- 
tian naval commanders and prize 
courts, calling their attention to the 
misinterpretation which had been 
placed upon the prize regulations. 

These instructions Sir Charles J. 
Hardinge was informed, make a clear 
distinction between the articles enu- 
merated in article six of the Russian 
prize regulations, which are suscept- 
ible to dual use, like fuel and food- 
stuffs, the assumption veing that if 
they are addressed to private persons 
or firms in an enemy's port they are 
not intended for warlike uses; but 
their innocent character may be sub- 
ject to suspicion if the ship's papers 
and the circumstances are irregular. In 
effect, the new instructions will place 
the burden of proof that the food- 
ftuffa. etc.,. are destaned for belliger- 
ent purposes upon the captor. 

The new instructions willl involve a 
reversal of the judgment of the Viadli- 
vostok prize court by the Admiralty 
Court, In the case of the provisions 
confiscated.

HORRORS OF “MILITARISM.” 

EXPOUNDED BY CANNON.

TERRE HAUTE (Ind.) Sept. 16.— 
“And so this President is a Caesar: a 
dangerous man, who wants to kill you, 
both where you are and where you 
aint,” exclaimed Speaker Joseph C. 
Cannon in his discussion tonight of the 
record of President Roosevelt in con- 
nection with “militarism,” the coast 
defences and the increase of the navy. 
The speaker addressed a large audi- 
ence at the Coliseum. 

“Militarism”” he pronounced a verit- 
abie bogey man. The President had. 
he deciared, done nothing worse in the 
way of a Caesar than reduce the army 
from 100,000 to 59,000 men, and in view 
of the fact that this number gives only 
about one soldier to every 1400 persons 
in the country, he did not regard the 
outlook as dangerous in that direction. 
Referring to the coast defences, he said 
that the Spanish war had demonstrated 
their necessity, and spoke of the fear 
felt at one time during the war that 
Boston might be attacked. 

“Boston.” he said, and, changing the 
pronunciation, continued, “Great: its 
Bosting. She is great on account of 
former generations, and fairly yet. But 


that is where the Mugwumps live. 
They were so afraid that poor old 
Spain would send a warship into the 


harbor and levy tribute on Boston that 
the banks and the trust companies and 
all the timid people of that good city 
were in gree distress. Well, Spain 
could have done so if she had had une 
go00d ship, co helpless was our North- 
east coast. In the face of this fact. 
who can honestly denounce the policy 
that would prepare our shores against 
a danger in-the future?’

FATAL FLORIDA FEUD. 


Mob Makes Attack on Posse Guarding 
Home of Baxter—One Killed and 
Several Wounded.

JACKSONVILLE (Fla.) Sept. 14.— 
After two days of quiet in the coun- 
try near Baxter, an attack was made 
last night «cn a posse guarding the 
home of William Baxter, one of the 
participants in the Duncan-Altman 
feud. One of the mob, Ellis Dowling, 


}was killed, and several wounded, ac- 


cording to dispatches received today. 
It was reported that Deputy Sheriff 
Thrift. in charge of the posse, was 
killed, but later advices indicate that 
he was merely wounded. A company 
of State militia was ordered to the 
acene, and has already departed for 
Baxter, which is about one hour's ride 
from Jacksonville. 

It appears that the posse, in the at- 
tempt to prevent further bioodshed, 
was resting on its arms, over Duncan's 
store, when.t.ey heard the mob ap- 
proaching along the railroad track. 
Deputy Sheriff Thrift put his head 
out of the window, and was wounded, 
but not seriously. He then led his 
force outside™to repulse the mob. 
Several of the mob were wound- 
ed, and one, Ellis Dowling, 
a prominent farmer, was killed. The 
mob then retired to the home of the 
Altman brothers, where, it is said, 
they are preparing to resist all at- 
tempts to arrest the Altmans. 


MYSTERY OF A YACHT. 


Capsized Craft With Sails Set Found 
in Lake Michigan—Crew All 
Missing.

CHICAGO, Sept. 16—A nameless 
capsized yacht, found in the lake and 
brought to Chicago, is believed by 
boatmen to incicate that the crew has 
been drowned.

Negotiations Regarding Crew 
Take Place in Tokio.

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 16.—The 
Russian auxiliary cruiser Lena is to- 
night at the government naval atation 
at Mare Island, having departed from 
San Francisco Bay this afternoon un- 
der escort of the cruiser 
The Lena is now under the loca! juris- 
diction of Rear-Admira!l McCalla of the 
navy yard, the responsibility of her 
safe-keeping having been transferred 
from Rear-Admiral Goodrich. 

The entire crew of the Lena is aboard 
the Russian vessel and will doubtless 
be detained at Mare Island, pending an 
Official decision as to their disposition. 

The work of dismantling the Lena 
will be commenced at an early date, 
and workmen engaged to place her in 
seaworthy condition, 

The departure of the Lena was at- 
tended with little or no ceremony. 

PAINTED BRILLIANT BLACK. 

{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A M.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 16.—The 
Russian auxiliary cruiser Lena, which 
reached this port in a weather-stained 
condition, is being painted a brilliant 
black. Last night the wardroom of- 
ficers of the Lena were given a dinner 
on board the New York by the ward- 
room Officers of the latter, the flagship’'s 
band giving a concert. 

The board of inspection appointed by 
Rear-Admiral Goodrich has completed 
its inspection of the Lena's boilers and 
machinery. As their report has not yet 


been Officially considered at Washing- 
ton, the findings of the engineering ex- 
perts have not been made public here. 

The United States cruiser Boston re- 
turned today from her short cruise out- 
side this harbor. She is not reported 
as having sighted any foreign naval 
vessels. In speaking of her trip, Ad- 
miral Goodrich said: 

“I deemed it best, in the interest of 
this government and also of the mer- 
chant marine, to send out the Boston. 
There had been so many conflicting 
rumors that I felt that was advis- 
able for her to cruise up and down the 
coast. 

“She kept me closely informed of her 
movements by means of her system of 
Wireless telegraphy. The workings of 
the machine have been absolutely per- 
fect, and this practical test of the sys- 
tem has been of incaiculable value.” 

While some distance off the Faralione 
Islands the lookout on the Boston 
sighted a big steamer heading for the 
Golden Gate. The searchlights of the 
cruiser were turned on the vessel, 
which a nearer inspection proved to 
be the transport Sherman, homeward 
bound from the Orient. 

DETAILS FROM WASHINGTON. 

{BY THE ASSOCIATECD 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 16.—Announce- 
ment that Capt. Berlinsky, command- 
ing the Russian transport Lena at San 
Francisco, acquiesced in all the details 
of the process of disarmament pre- 
scribed by this government and would 
proceed to take advantage of the per- 
mission, reached the Navy Department 
over night in a telegram from Rear- 
Admiral Goodrich, commander in chief 
of the Pacific Station. 

Capt. Pillsbury, acting chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation, ‘today trans- 
mitted copies of the instructions sent 
Rear-Admiral Goodrich to the secre- 
tarlies of the departments of thé treas- 
ury and of commerce and labor. 

Negotiations between the United 
States and Japan regarding the dispo- 
sition of the crew of the Russian armed 
transport Lena while that vessel is in- 
terned at San Francisco, it is said, will 
take place in Tokio. Regarding the ac- 
tion of this government in permitting 
the Lena to disarm, Japanese Minister 
Takahira said today: 

“I took pleasure in cabling to my 

government the details of the Lena in- 

cident and the prompt action of the 

American government in the matter. 
While, of course, it is not for my gov- 
ernment to indicate its views in the 
matter, I doubt not that the prompt- 
ness of the American officials will 
cause satisfaction to the authorities at 
Tokio. 

“I received today a telegram from 
the Japanese Consul-General at San 
Francisco, denying that there had been 
the slightest friction between himself 
and the American officials.” 

Minister Takahira called upon Actine 
Secretary of State Adee today to make 
inquiry as to the terms of parole to be 
granted to crew of the Lena, in con- 
formity with the President's decision. 
He was informed that the details of 
the parole would be arranged at San 
‘Francisco by Admirals Goodrich and 
McCalla, but generally, that it was 
proposed to allow the men within the 
limits of the.city of San Francisco. 

EXCITEMENT AT VICTORIA.

FROM SEOUL TO GENSAN.

NEW YORK, Sept. 16.—The Japa- 
nese Minister has recommended, says 
a Herald dispatch from Seoul, Korea, 
that his government immediately un- 
dertake the construction of a railway 
from Seoul to Gensan under military 
engineers, as a war measure. The 
Japanese hold no concession for this 
line, but under the terms of the Japa- 
nese-Korean protocol signed in Feb- 
ruary of this year they can claim the 
right for strategic purposes. 

The railway, once laid, may later be 
operated as a commercial venture, 
greatly assisting in the development 
and colonization plans for the Korean 
peninsula. 

The construction of the railroad con- 
necting Fusan with Masampho was 
commenced a week ago under Japa- 
nese military engineers. 

For the last week parties of Korean 
officials have been pursuing the an- 
client custom of kneeling before the 
palace gates, praying the acceptance 
of a memorial to the throne petition- 
ing the Emperor to adopt a strong 
anti-Japanese policy. The Emperor 
has thus far refiised to accept the pe- 
titions. 

THEN REPUDIATES STATEMENTS.

Charlies Hardinge’s dispatch was for- 
warded to them, and pending their 
action nothing is available at the For- 
eign Office beyond a general expres- 
sion of opinion that the reply goes a 
long way towards settling the ques- 
tion as to what, in the future, may 
be properly regarded as contraband of 
war. According to the British view, 
there are still open certain questions 
of principle, but it is believed that 
these will be arranged in the course of 
further negotiations. 

In this way Russia preserves her 
dignity by not making an open sur- 
render, at the same time consenting to 
the interpretation asked for by the 
United States and Great Britain in the 
interest of the rights of neutrality of 
commerce. 

In some respects, however, there is 
good ground for the belief that the 
contention of the United States—that 
railway material and certain kinds of 
machinery be classed as conditional 
contraband—will not be accepted. To 
this extent, Count Lamsdorff's reply to 
Ambassador McCormick may not be 
satisfactory to the United States. 
Count Lamedorff's victory tn this con- 
eroversy, while not absolutely com- 
plete, is perhaps noteworthy as having 
been achieved against powerful ad- 
verse interests. At one time it seemed 
doubtful whether any concessions 
could be obtained, but yesterday the 
Emperor sanctioned the decision, which 
Count Lamedorff communicated to 
Ambassador Hardinge today.

ITALY AND THE POPE. 


King Victor Emmanuel’s Title of Prince 
of Piedmont for the New Baby 
is Popular. 
[RY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.] 


ROME, Sept. 16.—{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.}] The majority of the people ap- 
prove the action of King Victor Em- 
manuel in not choosing the title of 
Prince of Rome for the heir to the 
throne, born last night, as it would 
have mixed the royal family in a 
party struggle and would have em- 
bittered the conflict between church 
and state, at a time when the Pope 
seemed to be leaning toward modera- 
tion. It is belleved that the title 
chosen, that of Prince of Piedmont, 
will become fixed for all time for the 
Italian Crown Prince, as is the title 
of Prince of Wales in England. 

To celebrate the birth of the heir, 
the King has granted amnesty to all 
deserters and has also shortened by 
s'x months, the terms of imprisonment 
for certain «riroes. The King has re- 
ceived the warmest congratulations 
throughout the Kingdom, and, also 
nost cordial dispatches from Emperor 
Nicholas, Emperor William, President 
Loubet, King Edwar. and Emperor 
Francis Joseph. The Queen of Rou- 
mania sent Queen Helena a poem on 
the event. The infant Prince will be 
baptised by Cardinal Richeimy,, Arch- 
bishop of Turin, and will be christened 
Humbert.

BEHIND BARS? 


Deputy Sheriff Makes Stir at 
| Santa Monica 


| Hints that M urderer Puelis is 


in Custody. 


Dark Crime of the Days of 
Canyon Revels, 


Has a Los Angeles deputy sheriff, 
name not given, been having a little 
grim amusement at the expense 6f 
Santa Monica, or has “murderets’ 
row” in the County Jay opened ite 
narrow steel doors to another Caia? 
That is the question. 

A news report from the seaside city 
Says that yesterday morning a deputy 
sheriff from Los Angeles arrived there 
and began inquiring for particulars as 
to the description and identity of on? 
Juan Puelis, or Jyan Pueblo, as ‘or- 
meriy known, and hinted that a pris- 
oner now in the County Jail at L»s 
Angeles is believed to he that per- 
son. 

Six years ago Juan Puells taurdered 
Abundio Garcia in Frank Dadil'tos 
“rough-house™ saloon in Santa Mou.lca 
Cafion, since demolished. Pu-lis im- 
mediately afterward escaped, woder 
cover of night, and so fa? as reported- 
has never since been seen. 

A few weeks ago one of the wit- 
nesses to the killing. Alesandro Ban- 
dini, committed suicide at Santa Mon- 
ica. 

Inquiry at the Sheriff's office ciicited 
the statement that no one suspectet 
of being the fugitive murderer of 
Garcia is in the Sheriff's cust >dy. 
«The crime was committed in the 
days when Santa Monica Cafion had 
established and was bravely imhain- 
taining the reputation of b2ing one of 
the toughest spots on the Southern— 
California coast. That was when sa- 
loons were in full blast there and sali- 
lors from Port Los Angeles. Mexicans 
from all about, and dockmen from the 
Long Wharf met daily and carouse4d 
nightly in the cafion brothels. Stab- 
bings and drunken shooting affrays 
were of frequent occurrence. A 
stranger, armed or unarmed, was none 
too safe In the cafion after dark. The 
class of men that made ‘t their ren- 
dezvous would kill for the sake of a 
two-or-three-dollar robbery. 

MURDER OF GARCIA. 

On the night of August 13, 189g a 
gang of Mexican toughs were assem- 
bled in Frank Badillo’s place. They 
were alternate:y drinking, dancing and 
quarteling in the fierce way peculiar 
to the set. Among the revelers that 
night were R. Figuero, Alessandro Ban- 
dini, Miguel Marquez, Abundio Gar- 
cia and Juan Puelis, the murderer. 

In the course of a quarrel brought 
on by a disputed throw of dice, Figu- 
ero struck Bandini with his cane, and 
in the free fight that followed, are . 
quez, Garcia and Puelis took leading 
parts. Finally Badillo had the men 
thrown out of bis “joint.” 

They went to another cafion saloon 
and took on a new supply of cheap 
wine. Then they returned to Badillo's. 
What happened next, has never been 
ciearly told. But the fight was re- 
newed, and Puelis, pulling a gun, 
started to “shoot up” the saloon. Lev- 
eling his smoking weapon at Mar- 
q:ez's breast, he fired. The bullet 
missed its mark and passed through 
the body of Abundio Garcia, who stum- _ 
bled to the floor and expired without 
uttering a word. 

SLAYER ESCAPES. 

Keeping the others “covered” with 
his gun, Puelis cooliy backed down 
the reom and out the door into the 
night. 

He has never since been seen, or re- 
ported as having been seen. 

Even before the commission of this 
murder he was known as a danger- 
ous man, thinking little of human life 
at. any time and it in no 
esteem when drinking. is capture 
was specially desired by the author- 
ities, and for a time diligent search 
for the fugitive was made, but with- 
out a trace of success. Juan Puelis 
disappeared as completely as though 
the walls of Santa Monica Cafion’ had 
fallen upon him and buried him a 
hundred feet deen. Where he fled 
from Frank Badilio’s, what direction 
he took in escaping ‘from the cafion, 
where he hid, whither he went, the 
officers never found out. 

Naturally some excitement was made 
at Santa Monica yesterday when a 
deputy Sheriff! who did not give his 
name hinted that Abundilo Garcia's 
murderer was in custody at Los An- 
geles,

SAUERKRAUT LAW. 
A DISTRICT DEFINED. 

The Council has passed an ordinance 
prohibiting the establishment of pickle, 
sauerkraut, vinegag or saratoga chip 
factories in a certain portion of the 
city. The cistrict within which it is 
unlawful to carry on these businesses 
is triangular, bounded on the south by 
Seventh street, on the west by Main 
street and on the east by the Los 
Angeles River. The district extends 
along Main street to its intersection 
with Alameda, and along Seventh 
street about a mile¢. 

There has been a great number of 
protects filed with the Council against 
the esta»vlishment of such places in 
this district, and so it was thought 
best to prohibit all from operating 
there. The ordinance provides a pen- 
ality of not more than $100 or fifty days 
in the City Jail for violation. 

The recent controversey over the es- 
tablishment of a Saratoga chip fac- 
tery at No. 1144 Crocker street, was 
the direct cause of ‘the ordinance be- 
ing passed.

PINAFORE COLONELS. 


Sons of Royalty Who are Given Mili- 
tary Commissions at Very 
Tender Ages. 


(Pittsburgh Dispatch:} Prince Fer- 
dinand of Bulgaria's boys, who are 
still in pinafores, nevertheless hold 
commands in the Bulgarian army. 
Thus the eldest child, Boris, Prince of 
Tirnovo, now some §$ years of age, is 
colonel of the Fourth Regiment of Ar- 
tillery and of the Fourth Regiment of 
Infantry in the splendidly-equipped and 
trained Bulgarian army, while his 
brother Cyril, Prince of Presiaff, aged 
8 has been obliged to remain content 
with the mere lieutenancy of artillery. 

The young King of Spain, who was 
a monarch from the moment of his 
birth, ranked as a  brigadier-genera!l 
of his army as a boy until he attained 
his majority on his sixteenth birthday, 
but was never allowed by his sensibie 
mother to wear any uniform but that 
of the cadets of the military school of 
Toledo, which, very natty and sin.ple, 
suited him to perfection. Since as- 
suming the reins of government on the 
termination of his minority he has in- 
vested himself with the rank of Cap- 
tain-Genera! of the army and of Ad- 
miral of the navy, and is usually seen 
in the uniform of one or another of 
these offices, which emphasize, of 
course, his extreme youth, since he Is 
barely 18 years of age. He _ differs 
much in this from Emperor Nicholas, 
who, although he has been upon the 
throne for ten vears, still contents him- 
self with the insignia of colonel and 
of A.D.c. to his father, which he was 
wont to wear during’ the latter's life- 
time and while still Czarevitch. 

At Berlin it is not until their tenth 
birthday that the princes of the reign- 
ing house of Prussia receive their first 
commission in the army, along with the 
Order of the Black Eagle. They are 
all assigned to the same regiment, 
vamely, to the First Foot Guards, 
formed_bv the father of Frederick the 
Great, and which has always by rea- 
son of its glorious history, the superb 
physique of its men, the perfection of 
its drill and the composition of its of- 
ficers. recruited from the mosi illus- 
trious houses of Cermany,’ been re- 
garded as the corps d'élite of the Prus- 
sian army. 

As the men are all giants, the stat- 
ure being still further increased by the 
high vugar-loa® shaped white metal 
helmets which they wear when in full- 
dress. the ten-year-old princes when 
marchirg in their ranks as leutenants 
seem dwarted by comparison and al- 
ways excite a good deal of amusement 
b ytheir frantic ineffectual efforts 
to keep step wtih the immense strides 
of the huge fellows under their com- 
mand. Whie the young Princes are 
permitted to wear their uniforms on 
all official occasions after their tenth 
birthday and figure fn the ranks of 
their regiment at reviews and other 
military functions, they do not receive 
their actual training as soldiers until 
after they have completed their ot! er 
studies. 

Thus it was not until the Crown 
Prince left Rohn and graduated from 
that university that he settled down 
in real earnest to master the various 
Lranches of his profession as an offi- 
cer and to acquire all that information 
whic hihe Berlin War Department de- 
reands of those who wear the Kalser's 
eqaulettes. 

The youngest Prince in the Prussian 
army at the present moment is the 
Famperor’'s son, Joackim, who for 
some mysteriou. reason or other is 
known at home’ by thesnickname of 
“Pikey.” He is 13 years_of age. much 
less robust thar his elder brother and 
ruther small and frail for his age. He 
was on duty in full uniform with his 
company, forming part of the guard of 
honor at Kiel on the occasion of the 
arrival there of King Edward to visit 
the Emperor, and his shoulders were 
on a_evel. with the waist belt of the 


grenadiers unucr his command. His 
sailor brother, Prince Adalbert, now 
serving on board one of the German 
cruisers in the China seas, received on 
his tenth birthday in addition to his 
Keutenancy of the First Regiment -f _ 
Guards, a commission as Heutenant of 
the navy. The fact that he held this 
rank did not, however, exempt him 
from doing duty for several years, first 
as a na-al cadet, and then as a mid- 
shipman. Even now he is merely a 
suo-lieutenant, and it has only been— 
on state and ceremonious occasions 
that he has beer permitted to wear the 
losignia of his rank as naval lieuten- 
ant in lieu of the uniform of the grade 
in which he was actually serving. 


Kouropatkin Had His Way. 

In 1866, when Gen. Kouropatkin was 
only an obscure lieutenant, he went to 
the chief of his battalion and asked te! 
be sent along with the expedition toe 
Kokand, which at the time was be- 
ing prepared. After meeting with a 
flat refusal, he addressed himself to his 
comrades, who, according to Russian 
usage, elected him paymaster, with the 
hope that the new distinction would 
procure the chief's consent. They then 
went en masse to ask that their lMeu- 
tenant be sent, according to his desire, 
along with the expedition to Kokand; 
but the chief was as firm as ever. 
Kouropatkin accompanied them on the 
mission, but when they departed he re- 
mained in the hall like a sentinel on 
guard. 

Two hours later the chief happened to 
discover him there, and sternly de- 
manded what he meant. 

“| am waiting for you to send me to 
Kokand,” coolly replied Kouropatkin. 

“Never. You understand? Never!” 
stormed the chief, angrily, as he turned 
away. 

Eighteen hours afterward the chief, 
in passing, found Keuropatkin still 
standing in the same place. 

“Well, the devil take you,” he ex- 
claimed, softly. “What can any one do 
with a head like yours’? Since there's 
no way to keep you from going. go on, 
The army has need of officers like you; 
as for paymasters, I can find them any- 
where.’’—{New York Tribune. 


Benedict Araoid Relic. 


Those of us interested in early Ameri- 
can history, whether absorbed at school 
or acquired by maturer reading, recall 
Benedict Arnold,his brilllancy and trea- 
son, perhaps more vividly than almost 
any prominent figure of the Revolution, 

The students of those times recali 
that WashingtOn sent him with 1100 
soldiers on the ill-fated expedition to 
Quebec in 1775, by the way of the Ken- 
nebec River and through the forests of 
Maine. Two miles below Gardiner, in 
Colburn’s yard, his command halted 
long enough to construct 200 bateaux 
with which he proposed to transport 
troops and supplies through the nortn- 
ern waters. 

A week ago J. Rafter and Abbot 
Lord, Gardiner business men that fich 
the river for sport, brought up in their 
great sturgeon net, directly opposite 
where the bateaux were Dbullt, an an- 
chor, or grapnel, which is undoubtedly 
a genuine Arnold relic. The stalk its 
some four feet long, and carries five 
curbed arms welded to its base. It 
was evidently fashioned of wrought 
iron, over an anvil. 

These anchors were thrown ahead 
of the bateaux, by which means they 
were pulled through rapids and swift 
water. For 120 years the anchor re- 
mained in the waters of the Kennebec, 
to now come to light, a mute but elo- 
quent reminder of the man who be- 
trayed his country.—[Lewiston Jour- 
nal,

Superior Court Refuses to Enjoin 
Los Bolsas High Schoo!

SANTA ANA, Sept. 16—It develops 
that B. S. Briggs. who was taken from 
the train yesterday afternoon to be 
returned to San Diego to stand trial 
there on an embezzlement charge, will 
have to answer to a number of felony 
complaints before the officers there are 
through with him.

BEANS FOR THE PRESIDENT. 
(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

VENTURA, Sept. 16.—The first bag 
of lima beans threshed on the Dixie 
Thompson Ranch, the biggest bean 
ranch in the world, will be sent to 
Fresident Hoosevelt by James Swett, 
who has been manager of the ranch for 
years, and who is this year running 
the big threshing outfit on the ranch. 
It was on the Thompson ranch that 
the President got his first glimpse of 
the Pacific Ocean. The gift will aiso 
celebrate the third anniversary of the 
irauguration of the President, which 
took place on September 4. This 
year the first sack of beans threshed 
on the ranch passed through the ma- 
chine on the 14th inst. 

This is the earliest date on record 
that threshing has begun on the ranch, 
work not beginning last year until 
the last of September. The threshing 
outfit which wil] harvest the 1400 acres 
of lima is one of the biggest in the 
county, working forty men and thirty 
horses. The machine is equipped with 
an incandescent plant of 100 lights and 
can be run into the night when oc- 
cesion requires. The outfit can easily 
thresh 2500 bags of beans per day, 
vhien weather and yield of beans per- 
mit. The yleld this year is not so 
heavy as it has been. The machine 
will finish up the ranch in about @ 
month and It is expected 16,000 sacks 


will be harvested against 21,000 last 
year. It wil] be necessary to thresh 
600 bags of beans each day to pay 


the running expenses of the outfit.

Mexican Digger's Pick Uncovers 


Grewsome Relics of By-gone Burial 
in “the Beach of the King.”—Los 


Angeles-Pacific Preparing New 
Passenger Station. 
PLAYA DEL REY, Sept. 16.—A 


Mexican digging in a gulch at the foot 
of the big hill just north of Playa del 
Rey made a grewsome find today. The 
point of his shovel came in contact with 
a board. The Mexican gave this no 
thought until, as he made further ex- 
cavations, the board began to assume 
the form of a box--and the box a coffin. 

The casket, for such it. proved to be, 
was well advanced in decay, but the 
German silver handles were still in 
place. Inside the box were the bones 
of a man 

The c lothing had long since crumbled 
inte dust, but the shoes were fairly 
well preserved. There were no trinkets 
Or other evidences by which identifica- 
tion might be possible. The indica- 
tions are that the body must have been 
buried there in the usual way, per- 
haps 4 score of years ago, but as there 
was never a burying ground at this 
point it is strange that a body should 
have been deposited here with nothing 
to mark the existence of a grave. 

The oldest Spanish and Mexican resi- 
dents of Ballona harbor have no recol- 
lection of any body having been given 
burial here. 

The bones and box were reburied 
near the spot where they were discov- 
ered, 

Only a few weeks ogo the graders 
at work on the new automobile boule- 
vard between Playa del Rey and Los 
Angeles unearthed the _ skeletons of 
two human bodies. This find was about 
a half mile beyond the discovery of 
today. There were no evidences that 
these bodies had ever received forma! 
burial. These may have been the 
bodies of Indians, a8 in the early days

OR DROWNED? 


of 


MYSTERY OF LONG BEACH CASE 
NOT YET SOLVED. 


Opinions Differ as to Whether Al- 


bert Kratz Lost His Life in the 
Surf or Voluntarily Departed. 
Evidence Discovered to Support 


Both Theories—No Tracé of Body. 


} LONG BEACH, Sept. 16.-—-The sup- 
posed drowning in the surf last night 
of Albert A. Kratz continues as much 
aA mystery, as ever, and while many 
think that his disappearance was 
premeditated and prearranged, the 
general 1in:pression is that he went 
into the water while heated, was seized 
with cramps and went to the bot- 
tom. Early this morning the life 
crew made au exhaustive search of 
the waters, but found no trace of 
the body.. The tide was going out 
at the time, and his body, if he was 
drowned, probably swept out to sea 
and will not be found for several 
days. 

His father, Valentine Kratz, presi- 
dent and treasurer of the Atias Mill- 
ing Company, and the two sons of 
the missing’ man, came down from 
los Angeles on an early car. From 
them was gained the information that 
Kratz was 43 years old, and a widower. 
For some time past he has been pay- 


ing attention to Miss Mabel Gifford 
of No, 42944 Temple street, a clerk in 
the office of County Clerk Keyes. 


Kratz has been in the employ of the 
Atias milis and expected soon to go 
to San Frarcieco to. visit one of the 
plants, His home life was pleasant. 
his affairs in good order and there 
was no reason for thinking other than 
that it was a case of drowning. 

The bereaved father and sons left 
the case In the hands of Special Agent 
Phillips for a full investigation and 
that officer as a first step interviewed 
Miss Gifford, who accompanied him 
io the beach last evening. She readily 
told all she knew concerning the case. 
She has been keeping company with 
Kratz for two years, and esteemed 
him very highly, but was surprised 
to learn that he was a widower, with 
two frown sons. He never spoke of 
any family except his father and she 
tnerefore supposed unmarried and 
much younger than he really was. 

About two weeks ago Kratz began 
talking of the novelty of bathing in 
the surf after dark and gradually 
grew enthusiastic on the subject. He 
wanted Miss Gifford to — him in 
his plans, brt she laughingly refused. 
Three or four days ago he made a 
trip to the beach and came back more 
Cetermined than ever to take a night 
dip in the ocean. They came down 
ty the beach last evening to attcnd 
the dance. He was in excellent spirits 
and after dancing five dances placed 
Miss Gifford, In care of a man named 
Blakeley. and saying he was going 
to take that swim, made Miss Gifford 
promise not to dance with any one 
Curing his absence. The promise she 
gave and tried to dissuade him from 
going in the water, while he was 
Teated, but he laughed and saying he 
was old enough to take care of him- 
self. left her. 

Miss Gifford says that Kratz wore a 
large and valuable diamond ring and 
always had considerable money. There- 
fore the fact that only $2.15 was found 
in his clothes is a mysteriove feature 
cf the case, as also the absence of 
ary papers or valuables. It is said 
also that of late he has been wor- 
ried for some cause and was daily 
looking for a message from San Fran- 
cisco, which he said would determine 
his future movements. This morning 
the message came for him. It i 
tained simply the words, “Do ot 
come.” An explanation of this would 
rrobably throw some light on the 
nmiveterious tragedy.
